fashion, her trial had to be held.in sbaence, 

whon ahe waa sentonced ta nine monthe” 
imprisonment. Tho current nomber of 

Notes and Queries contains an interesting 
article by Dr T. N. Brushiletd, of Sslterton’, 
Dovon, which shows with striking clearnea . . 
how differently. prisoners who affected 

insnity in that manver were treated by 

tho authorities little more than 160 years 
ago, Thia article, It sppesra, in based on 

an exteact from the Universal Spectator of 
August 23, 1744, andis quoted dnexfenso, 

as it contains'a good deat relating to’ the 
puoishment of presing te death, which 

is not genorally knewn :— 

“Dublin, Auguat 9[1740}. One Matthow 
‘Ryin, who was taken at Waterford, and 
tranamitted to Kilkenny, being charged * 
with several robberios committed in that 
County, was try’d on the &6th of last 
Month at the Asaizeathere. Wher he was 
pprebonded, ho pretonded to. he a Lun- 
atick, steipt himeclf in the Gaol, threw 
avay hia Olothes, and could not be per- 
susded to put them on ‘again, but went 
uaked to the Conrt to take his Trial ; he 


‘} thon affected to be domb, end wéuld not , 


plead ; on which the Judges of the Asaize 
order’d a Jury to be impanell'd, to enquire: 
and pivo their Opinion, whether ho was 
witfally dumb and fanatick, or by the 
Tland of God : aud ina short time ieturn'd 
-and brought in their Verdict Wilful and 
affected Dumbness and Lunacy; Upon 
this, the Judgoa again desir’d the Prisoner 
to plead, which by Signs he refeacd ; not- 
withstanding which, they, in their great 
Compaagion, indulg'd him ‘till the Monday 
following ; but, he still persisted tn the 
Obstinacy, and then the Conrt ordor'd 
him to bo press'd. to Death ; and the 
Sentence was accordingly executed on him.
